ALBERTA WHEAT SEEDING 
WILL BE LATE 


Present prospects indicate a later 
seeding time in Alberta than has been 
experienced in many years, With one- 
third of the month of April gone, Al- 
berta farms are a long way from be- 
ing in condition to work, The north- 
ern and central areas are pretty well 
covered with heavy snow and it will 
be weeks before machinery can be 
placed on the fields there. In the 
south the snow is much lighter of 
course and snow disapears quickly un- 
der favorable weather conditions, but 
even there the season is sure to be 


backward. The winter has been the} 


longest and coldest experienced in Al- 
berta for a generation, 

In areas susceptible to frost the 
farmers like to get their wheat in as 
early as possible. Many of them will 
be in a quandary this year due to the 
delay. There may be a limited swing 
from wheat to coarse grains but the 
market prices for the latter do not 
offer any great inducement. 


In the Carbon district the snow has , 


practically disappeared to the north, 
west and south, although farther east 
there is still plenty of snow on the 
land, according to reports. 


There was an attempt to introduce 
the new world calendar in 1933, but
